The misapprehensions in regard to 
the proposed bond issue amendment 
are lapidly passing away. It is now 
generally understood that the amend­ 
ment would not require the issuance 
of $50,000,000 of 1)0nds ail a t once. 
but that the $.‘>0,(NKI,OOO is the limit to 
which 
the 
Commonwealth 
may 
be 
bonded for roads, and that it is en­ 
tirely within the control of the le g is­ 
lature to say how many bonds may be 
put out and in what quantities. The 
$50,000,000 limit is exactly the same 
as the 7 per cent, of assessed valua­ 
tion, which is the limit for counties, 
boroighs or townships to incur debt 
for improvements to streets or sewers. 
The General Assembly can fix any 
Until it chooses for any year’s issues 
of bonds. Moreover, the general pol­ 
icy which governs issues of bonds 
these days is to make them fit the 
needs, so that a certain number may­ 
be put out each year with the under­ 
standing that at the end of five years 
a certain number may be called in and 
redeemed from the sinking fund. 
Under the organization of the State 
Highway Department only a certain 
amount of work could be handled in 
a year, and experience has shown that 
it 
would be well nigh possible to 
handle much more than $50,980,080 or 
$75,000,000 worth of contracts a year. 
The question would be submitted to 
the people at such time as the L e g i s ­ 
l a t e may elect. The action of this 
L e g is la te would Im* to pass the reso­ 
lution so that the people of the S ta t e 
could vote on the question the same as 
on other amendments. Then, if the 
amendment is ratified, the lawmakers 
can pass the necessary enabling legis 
tai ion and road-building be commen­ 
ced. The enactment of the amendment I} 
will mean much for this .State. It will 
bring here thousands of tourists who 
spend hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars every year and who are now
